French Mercy Nurse Arrives for Tour of U.S. 


Only Did Duly, 
Angel of Dien 
Bien Phu Says 


Nurse is Official 
Guest of Congress 
On Visit to U. S. 


NEW YORK ii?—Ll. Genevieve 
De Galard-Terraube, 
the heroic 
French nurse who stayed with the 
wounded at Dien Bien Phu. mod­ 
estly insisted, “ I do not deserve 
tnis honor” when she .stepped from 
a plane today to begin a three- 
week tour of the United States. 
The “ Angel of Dien Bien Phu,” 
as the freckle-faced, shy nurse be­ 
cam e known during the historic 
siege in the Indochina war. came 
down the steps of the Air France 
tourist plane 50 minutes after it 
had landed at 
Idlewild 
Interna­ 
tional Airport. 
The plane was 
unloaded arid 
taxied across lo a hangar where 
special welcoming ceremonies were 
planned before she debarked. 
“ I do not deserve this honor for 
I have only done my duty,” Miss 
Galard-Terraube said in a speech 
she had memorized in English. She 
wore her white-short-sleeved uni­ 
form of the French Flight Nurses, 
with the Legion of Honor ribbon 
pinned on her dress. 
Official Guest of Congress 
Rep. Frances P. Bolton (R-Ohio) 
and Richard 
C. 
Patterson Jr., 
Commissioner of New York City’s 
Departm ent 
of Commerce 
and 
Public Events, met the nurse at 
the foot of the plane’s steps and 
esco r m toe to a platform where 
microphones were set up. 
Miss Galard Terraube, who ex­ 
plained she did not wish to be 
called Lieutenant although it was 
an honorary rank, is the official 
guest of the Congress of the United 
States. She is the third person in 
official records to have such an 
honor. In 1824, Congress dispatched 
a ship to bring the Marquis De 
Lafayette to this country and in 
1851, the same courtesy was ex­ 
tended to Hungarian patriot Louis 
Kossuth. 
Miss 
Galard Terraube 
seemed 
nervous as she spoke to reporters, 
but she smiled constantly. 
Her 
English, 
she said apologetically,

The Eldorado supply is adm itted­ 
ly low. and Kenneth Smith, super­ 
intendent of the Eldorado Water 
company, states that the supply has 
been tho subject of discussion, but 
there has been no restriction to 
date. 
“We are operating on a month- 
to month basis,” he said. 
“There 
will be no restrictions on water 
use through the rem ainder of July, 
and a meeting will be held about 
August I at which time a policy 
for that month will be announced.” 
“The reservoir is low, but has 
! been much lower,” Mr. Smith said. 
■ in 1941 it was about 18 inches 
lower than at present. 
We are 
hoping for a flash flood, such as 
I Carrier Mills had, which would put 
| us in good shape.” 
Mr. Smith said he “just couldn’t 
! say” how much water is left in the 
reservoir. 
Commenting on the re-1 
cent rain, he pointed out there was 
I almost an inch fall in Eldorado on 


I the gauge at the water office, but 
only a drizzle fell at the reservoir. 
Eldorado has a natural water 
shed for its reservoir, so does not 
have to rely on pumping for its I 
supply. 
However, due to the ex- 
I treme dryness of the watershed 
area, there has been little or no 
run-off into the reservoir during 
the various showers and light rains I 
during the past several months. 
At one time Harrisburg city of­ 
ficials considered a proposal by the 
private owners of the Eldorado 
reservoir tha( they secure their 
water supply from Eldorado, but 
surveys indicated in event of a 
drought, there would not be suf 
ficient water for both municipali­ 
ties. 
Subsequent dry seasons have in-! 
dicated the decision was correct, 
as there would not have been suf­ 
ficient water for both areas.

“ Only a great moral crusade to 
determine 
that men 
shall rise 
above this conception of m aterial­ 
ism," 
he said, 
“ . . . will win 
through to victory and the world 
will have prosperity and peace - 
prosperity beyond all imaginings 
of the past " 
Mr Eisenhower made the state­ 
ments in an informal talk before 
the 12th World’s Christian Endeav­ 
or convention here shortly after 
returning from an overnight trip 
to C’arflp David, his western Mary­ 
land mountain retreat. 
He deplored cynicism that em ­ 
phasizes only immediate, practical 
solutions to world problems. In the 
long run, he said, the only way 
out of these difficulties is to sup­ 
port the ideology that proclaims 
“ the freedom and dignity of m an” 
rather than materialism. 
“ All men, all masses, do truly 
long for peace,” the President said 
It is only governments that 
are stupid, not the masses of peo 
pie 
Governments may seek for 
power, for the right to dominate, 
to extend their authority over oth­ 
ers 
Free people 
do not seek 
that.”

Chinese Gunboat 
Also Fires On Planes; 
No U. S. Casualties

Carrier based 
U S Navy planes on a “ mission 
of mercy” off the China (’oast 
shot down two Chinese Communist 
fighters Sunday night in an air 
battle provoked by the Reds. 
A Chinese Communist gunboat 
also fired on the U S planes d u r­ 
ing the brief but sharp encounter 
which took place at ti p 
rn 
CST 
more than 12 miles off the coast 
of Red held Hainan Island 
There 
were no ll S casualties. 
The incident, announced today in 
statements by Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson, was 
the first open clash between U. S 
and Red Chinese forces since the 
Korean war. 
Wilson said the ll. S planes were 
Douglas Ad Skyraider attack bomb­ 
ers conducting search and rescue 
operations in the area where a 
British commercial 
airliner was 
shot down by Red Chinese fighters. 
The single - engined, 
propeller- 
driven U. S. Sky raiders were a t­ 
tacked by two Chinese Communist 
LA7 planes, described as low w ing, 
single seal aircraft which are one 
of “ the Communists fastest pro­ 
peller-driven” fighter types. 
Return Reds’ Fire Promptly
